Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -1 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose all the combination of a method for 
fabricating a capacitor recited in the base claim 1. Specifically, the combination of the 
process comprising the steps of forming a first insulating layer having a first opening 
exposing a predetermined region on a substrate; forming a conductive plug filled within 
the first opening; forming a second insulating layer having a second opening exposing 
the conductive plug on the first insulating layer; forming a conductive layer covering the 
second opening by sequentially performing PECVD and LPCVD processes on the 
second insulating layer in the same chamber.
